Db«ll»k In New York Park Was Ertctod 


In Egypt Before the Birth 


f 
of Moses. 


Cleopatra's Noedle, which stands In 


C«iitral park, New York city, waa 
Kt-ven to the United States by Egyj>t 
»nd wns transported here at the ex- 
pcnso of the late W. H. Vandorbllt. It 
•waa erected Jn 1881. The crabs It

are 
replicas of 
the 


originals, which are In the Metropoli- 
tan museum. In the museum, too, a 
model la to be seen showing how the 
obelisk was lowered and raised Into 
position. It Is sixty-seven feet high 
and weighs ISO tons. 


Gazing at it. It la bard to realize that 


when It was erected Moaes had not 
been born, that not one being In Europe 
could read 
or write. Indeed that 


Greece, Rome, Engl.oid had never even 
beea heard of, remarks the Detroit 
News. 


When Thothtnes xn, erected this obe- 


lisk, about 1500 B. O,, to commemo- 
rate his victories over the enemies of 
Egypt, his country was the richest 
and most powerful In the world, the 
great center of trade and tho leader 
)n letters and art*. The last Indepen- 
dent ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra, had 
the obelisk transferred from IXellopo- 
lli, the old capital, to Alexandria, 
thereby giving It its present name. 


With the fall of ancient civilizations 


the old. buildings ot Egypt decayed and 
•verythlng about that country -was for- 
gotten. Finally, at tho instigation of 
Napoleon, scientists undertook to solve 
these secrets and aroused interent in 
that long-forgotten country.
